President H.E. Jenkins Announces Six Promotions 


Six administrative promo¬ 
tions have been announced by 
TJC President H. E. Jenkins. 

Those promoted and their new 
positions are: 

Academic Dean E. M. Potter 
to academic vice-president, Fis¬ 
cal Dean Richard Barrett to fis¬ 
cal vice-president, Registrar 
Edwin Fowler to dean of men and 
student life, Mrs. Eva Saunders 
to dean of women, Evening Col¬ 
lege Director Kenneth Lewis to 
registrar, and Distributive Edu¬ 
cation Director Edwins. Brogdon 


to associate dean of the evening 
college. 

Dr. Jenkins said transition to 
the new positions would be grad¬ 
ual. but reorganization should be 
complete by September, 1967. 

The president said reorgan¬ 
ization of the administrative of¬ 
ficers is “workable and timely 
because of an estimated 5,000 
enrollment for 1966-67.” 

He said TJC, although a two- 
year college, is bigger than half 
the four-year colleges in Texas. 

“Si^e and growth of the col¬ 


lege were the determining fac¬ 
tors/’ said the president in ex¬ 
plaining the purpose of reorgani¬ 
zation. “This is the type of or¬ 
ganization that is typical among 
four-year schools.” 

But Dr. Jenkins emphasized 
that the college does not plan to 
become a four-year school. 

With the new positions, Presi¬ 
dent Jenkins announced these dut¬ 
ies: 

Vice-President Potter, as di¬ 
rector of both the day and evening 
colleges, is responsible for set¬ 


ting academic and instructional 
policies, curricula, class sched¬ 
ules, and admission and atten¬ 
dance policies. Dr. Potter also 
edits the college catalogue and 
keeps it current and functional. 

Fiscal Vice-President Bar¬ 
rett controls and directs finan¬ 
cial business operations. He as¬ 
sists in financial analysis and 
planning. He is responsible for 
development and maintenance of 
all accounting and financial re¬ 
cords and reports, collection and 
custody of funds, and payment of 


college liabilities. Barrett sup¬ 
ervises non-academic opera¬ 
tions, such as the student center 
and bookstore. He also directs 
and supervises the athletic pro¬ 
gram. 

Fowler supervises student 
organizations and conduct. Spec¬ 
ific organizations include the 
Student Senate and various social 
clubs. He is also responsible 
for the supervision of dormi¬ 
tories and off-campus housing. 
As dean of men, he handles their 
discipline. 
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Mrs. Saunders supervises the 
women’s dormitories and off- 
campus housing. She also hand¬ 
les the discipline of women and 
is responsible for student social 
policies and conduct.

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Draft Meeting Relieves 
Campus Men's Concern

Freshmen walked joyously out 
of a draft board meeting when 
Registrar Edwin Fowler an¬ 
nounced that all freshmen could 
go for two semesters without 
worrying about the draft “be¬ 
cause it takes that long to de¬ 
termine their grades.” 

The meeting was a result of 
rumors over the campus about 
the draft. 

Fowler emphasized that the 
draft board is not taking fresh¬ 
men in the upper 50 per cent 
and sophomores in the upper two- 
thirds of their class. 

He suggested that freshmen 
not take the draft board test until 
they have completed their two se¬ 


mesters if “they feel sure that 
they will be in the upper 50 per 
cent of the class. He said sopho¬ 
mores in the top two-thirds of 
their class need not take the test. 

Freshmen and sophomores in 
the upper part of their class can 
request not to take the physical, 
but he said that does not mean 
it will be accepted. 

Every man should be a full¬ 
time student, which is at least 
12 semester hours. 

Fowler said the draft board is 
now considering major fields 
because some majors require 
more difficult subjects, such as 
engineering. 

The physical does not mean 
you will be drafted, said Fowler, 
but is a routine assignment of 
the draft board.

Codes Aid Criminal Element, 
Hurts Others, Says Jim Lewis

Changes in state criminal 
codes tend to enlarge the rights 
of the criminal element at the 
expense of the law-abiding ma¬ 
jority, says Economics In¬ 
structor Jim Lewis. 

In an address to the social 
science department, Lewis 
stressed that educators have a 
responsibility to their students 
and country to point out the pos¬ 
sible dangers in increasing the 
rights of the criminal minority. 

Revision of the code is so 
sweeping,” Lewis explained, 
“that a defendant with a first of¬ 
fense is virtually assured a light 
fine or a suspended sentence.” 

A man sentenced to life im¬ 
prisonment can be eligible for 
parole in slightly less than eight 
years, he said and pointed out 
the James Cross case as an ex¬ 
ample. 

In a Fort Worth case, similar 
to the Cross case but not involv¬ 
ing deaths, the accused defendent 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
death in the electric chair, he 
said. 

“Judgments of the cases are 
anything but consistent and the 
code in many instances is use¬ 
less,” Lewis stated. 

Another right of the accused 
defendant in the newly revised 
code is his privilege to examine 
all records and evidence before a 
trial or the material cannot be 
presented against him, he added. 

Lewis referred to a recent 
article in “U.S. News and World 
Report” where statistical data 
were revealed showing that the 
crime rate is growing six times 
faster than population growth. 

“This must be attributed, at 
least in part, to the increasing 
demands placed upon all elements 
of law enforcement agencies in 
regard to dealings with this crim¬ 


inal element,” he said. 

“We must stimulate renewed 
civic interests and responsibili¬ 
ties so that people will appreci¬ 
ate their form of government and 
detect the possible dangers of 
the code,” the economics in¬ 
structor said. 

Lewis suggested that the 
criminal codes be written so that 
“the punishment would fit the 
crime.” 


tom sounded 66 consecutive 
hours. This year the record 
“must be broken and a new one 
set,” Mclnturff vows. 

The Apache Guardsmen will 
live with the tom-tom at the Tee¬ 
pee, the bonfire sight, and even 
in the'back of a pick-up truck, 
to be driven on campus and a- 
round town.

Mclnturff recalls the time 
when he was left stranded. Be¬ 
cause his reliefs took a long nap 
before remembering it was their 
turn, he pounded away from 1 
a.m. to about 5 or 6 a.m. The 
rhythm “ran through his head a 
good three days after,” he says. 

The Guard broke four sticks 
last year and at one time broke 
the tom-tom's head. According 
to the actives, they “really let the 
drum have it, the louder the bet¬ 
ter.” 

The idea behind the drum is to 
encourage college spirit and 
morale, and according to the 
guardsmen, “It does the job.” 

Active members of the Guard 
are the only ones who beat the 
drum, but some “kind and cur¬ 
ious boys and girls like to get 
in on the action too,” says Mc¬ 
lnturff.

Nine weeks grades should 
serve as a warning, agree the 
registrar and faculty. 

“But a student may fail the 
course for the nine weeks,” ex¬ 
plained Registrar Edwin Fow¬ 
ler, “and still pass for the sem¬ 
ester.” 

“We hope that actually seeing 
his grades in print will shock 
the student into working harder,” 
said Fowler. 

The student does not go on 
probation if he makes an F the 
first nine weeks, he said. Only 
semester grades go on the stu¬ 
dent’s permanenet record. 


Grades are mailed to parents, 
he added, so that'they, too, may 
encourage the student. 

Comments from six of the 130 
faculty members agree with Fow¬ 
ler. 

“Those green, grade sheets 
serve the same purpose as a 
warning sign on a highway,” said 
BSU Director Norman Ferguson. 
The student still has time, to 
“change his route.”

Besides his vice-presidency, Robert Rhodes was the 
1965 membership chairman and has been publicity chair¬ 
man and editor of the exes’ newspaper, Drumbeat, for two 
years. 

Faculty member Mrs. Mary Wallace has worked eight 
years on Homecoming registration, as an outstanding exe 
chairman, on the nominating committee, and the arrange¬ 
ment for the new membership forms. 

Another faculty member Mrs. Averille Greenhaw has 
coordinated the work between the Board and the Student 
Senate in organizing the Homecoming for three years. 

Tom Cox, 1965 president and this year’s parliamen¬ 
tarian, was the 1964 membership chairman, and served on 
the 1965 nominating committee board. Cox also started 
the exes scrapbook and is organizing a charter bus service 
for exes to out-of-town football games. 

All of these exes and the Exes Association deserve a 
resounding vote of thanks from the college.

INDIAN THEME 

Apacheland Symbols Create Rich Heritage

TJC students and exes have 
a rich heritage in long standing 
traditions. The Apache motif is 
everywhere on campus from the 
everpresent Little Apache to the 
nearly forgotten Totem Pole. 

Choice and approval of the 
name Apache was made in 1926, 
the same year the first TJC foot¬ 
ball team was formed under the 
guidance of Coach S. A. Burk. 
Coach Burk temporarily adopted 
the name “Buccaneers” for the 
squad, but after the gridiron sea¬ 
son, the students chose and ap¬ 
proved the name “Apache.” 

They felt “Apache,” signify¬ 
ing the cunning, aggressive, and 
resourceful Indians of the old 
West, would lend an air of genuine 
spirit to the campus. 

Chief Win ‘Em All, a replica 
of an Indian Chief, was adopted 
as mascot but has since been re¬ 
placed by the Totem Pole and the 
Scalp Pole. 

The Apache teams thus battled 
under their new name. In 1956, a 
new tradition was born to symbo¬ 
lize any athletic triumph. 

Ramey Tower, shining gold 
after a win, is a visible reminder 
of a Redman victory. Ordinar¬ 
ily, a gleaming white light burns 
in the tower but changes to gold 
as a reminder of victory. 

LITTLE APACHE 

The Little Apache, now plas¬ 
tered on car windows and note¬ 
books alike, has been the TJC 
symbol for nearly 40 years. 

In the same year that TJC 
adopted its new name, the Little 
Apache began to appear every¬ 
where on campus. The lopsided 
grin has been seen from Texas 
to California and from Louisiana 
to Colorado as the Little Apache 
travels with the Apache Belles, 
Apache Band, and athletic teams. 

Symbols of Apacheland in the 


history of TJC include the Totem 
Pole, Scalp Pole, Apache Bell, 
and Chief Win ‘Em All. 

The Totem Pole, presented to 
TJC students as a Christmas 
present in 1928 by an exe Sam 
Nash, stands in a lonely corner oi 
the Teepee. Its faded but artistic 
black and gold figures still depict 
the basic history of the college, 
despite its bid for obscurity. 

SCALP POLE 

Replacing the Totem Pole was 
the Scalp Pole, a scalp collec¬ 
tion of defeated foes. The pole 
traveled with the athletic teams 
until 1961. 

The Apache Bell, given by 
Cotton Belt Railway Company to 
the Apache Belles, has been pres¬ 
ent at home athletic events since 
1959. Mounted on Engine #524, 
one of Tyler’s old locomotives, 
the bell had already traveled an 
estimated 1,392,000 miles. 

WESTERN WEEK 

Beard growingcontests, shot¬ 
gun weddings, and western dress 
competitions mark Western 
Week, a colorful annual event. 

The ‘Week’ is sponsored by 
Kappa Sigma Lambda and has two 
basic laws: (1) Three items of 
Western clothing to be worn, (2) 
No ‘real’ guns permitted. 

In 1962, the seven-day‘Week’ 
was changed to two days to pro¬ 
mote more intense student par¬ 
ticipation. 

The TJC—Kilgore game is the 
highlight of the football season. 
The traditional rivals battle in an 
air of genuine spirit, roused by 
bonfires and pep rallies. 

BONFIRE 

Students contribute lumber to 
the fire, and the pile is guarded 
night and day by loyal Apache 
Guardsmen. The fire is ignited 
the night before the game. 

Honors Day, an annual May 
affair begun in 1954, honors stu¬ 


dents who demonstrate excel¬ 
lence in scholarship and leader¬ 
ship. 

The traditional Christmas 
Dance, with its blue and white 
theme, is a semi-formal and 
sponsored by To-Kalon Sorority. 
The evening includes the presen¬ 
tation of the Queen and her court. 
The Queen, a sophomore To- 
Kalon member, is selected by her 
sorority sisters in secret ballot. 

Two traditions that need no 
explanations or adjectives here 
or across the nation are the 
Apache Belles and Apache Band. 

Guidance Center 
Provides Home 
For Problems 

The Guidance Center in Jen¬ 
kins Hall is home for student 
problems. Arranged for a closer 
relationship between students and 
the college the counselors main 
objective is to do the “most for 
the most students in as many 
ways as we can,” said Counse¬ 
lor Leo Rudd. 

“We try,” he said, “to help 
each student with any problem he 
has. If our help is not enough, 
then we find him additional pro¬ 
fessional help.” 

Director of guidance and 
counseling, Mrs. Mary Wallace, 
said “When I visited the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas, guidance was on a 
voluntary basis only. Here we 
require the freshmen to see a 
counselor. This should help the 
students help themselves.” 

During the first nine weeks of 
classes, the counselors job is at 
“its peak,” and appointments 
may be necessary but are not 
mandatory, Rudd said. “We are 
also busy tabulating the ACT 
scores and planning student 
schedules for the spring,” added 
Mrs. Wallace.

The Baptist Student Union is 
conducting a drive to collect 
books for its library.

will be replaced by Danny Hall. 

Robert Adkins will be out with 
a bruised calf, but is expected to 
return to action later in the sea¬ 
son. Terry Rice is also out for 
this game with a bruised 
shoulder, but like Adkins, should 
return to action later in the sea¬ 
son. 

In the last two homecoming 
games with Kilgore, the Apaches 
have come out on the short end. 
Kilgore won last year on a field 
goal in the waning moments of the 
fourth quarter. In 1964 Kilgore 
romped past the Tribe 22-14. 

But the 1963 game with Hend¬ 
erson County saw the Tribe eke 
out a 15-14 victory over the fir¬ 
ed up Cardinals. Both teams 
scored the first time they had 
the ball. Vidal Carlin passed for 
the two-point conversion and the 
Apache victory after passing for 
two touchdowns. Carlin was help¬ 
ed by Robert Caldwell and David 
Boone. 

Kilgore ran over the Tribe 
in 1962 by a score of 28-0, com¬ 
pletely dominating the Apaches 
before the sell-out homecoming 
crowd. 

The Tribe squeaked by Kil¬ 
gore 20-19 in the 1961 game and 
successfully defended their 
Texas Eastern Conference 
crown. The game’s most thrill¬ 
ing moment for the 14,000 fans 
was when Tyler blocked Kilgore’s 
try for the tying extra point. 

The Texarkana Bulldogs fell 
to the Junior Rose Bowl bound 
Apaches 27-0 to end the 1960 
Homecoming festivities. The 
Tribe was undefeated in season 
and conference play but lost to 
the Long Beach City College Vik¬ 
ings 38-16 in the annual classic 
for the top junior college teams. 

Other Texas Eastern Confer¬ 
ence action will see Kilgore at 
Wharton County, Navarro at Cis¬ 
co, and Blinn at Ranger.

HCJC DEFEATS KILGORE 


Apaches Win Over Wharton Pioneers 27-6 


A 27-6 Apache win over the 
Wharton County Pioneers Satur¬ 
day and a Kilgore 12-7 loss to 
Henderson County moves the 
Apaches to within one-half game 
of Texas Junior College Football 
Federation leaders Henderson 
County and Kilgore. 

The Tribe used the I forma¬ 
tion for the first time this year 
and made it work to perfection. 
The offense rolled up 253 yards 
on the ground and hit on 12 of 28 
passes for 168 yards through the 
air. The Tribe totaled 421 of¬ 
fensive yards to 275 for the out- 
manned Pioneers.

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Tech Enrollment 
Rises One-Third 
Over Last Year 


175 Veterans 
Under New Gl 


One hundred and seventy-five 
veterans are attending TJC under 
the new G.I. Bill of Rights Act. 

Seventy-four veterans are en¬ 
rolled in day college and 101 at 
night. 

Among the 175 are two wo¬ 
men, Miss Shirley A. Castlooand 


Miss Patricia Ray. 

The figure shows, reports 
Veteran’s Advisor Herbert Rich¬ 
ardson, that eligible veterans 
are “taking advantage of their 
rights under the government plan 
for their education.” He expects 
others to enroll for these “ed¬ 
ucational benefits” the second 
semester in January. 

President H. E. Jenkins points 
out that the counseling division 
offers special assistance to vet¬ 
erans in applying for financial 
allotments and in other matters. 

The new law provides up to 
$150 per month for veterans at¬ 
tending college. 

Veterans taking 14 or more 
semester hours receive $100 a 
month if single, $125 if mar¬ 
ried, and $150 if married with one 
or more children. 


Enrollment in the technologi¬ 
cal department has grown 36 per 
cent over last year. 

Total enrollment for day and 
night programs in 1965 was 356. 
This figure increased to 484 in 
1966. 

In compiling the figures, 
Technology Director Forest 
Griffin included enrollment in 
drafting, electronics, petroleum 
technology, surveying, technical 
illustrating, electronic data pro¬ 
cessing, and night classes for 
electronic data processing and 
electronics. 

The drafting department grew 
from a total enrollment of 104 
during the fall semester of 1965 
to 130 in 1966. 

Electronics enrolled 46 in 
1965 and 56 in 1966 and petroleum 
technology 32 in 1965 and 35 in 
1966. Surveying dropped in 1966 
to 23 from 26 in 1965. The new 
course in technical illustrating 
has 27 enrolled. Electronic data 
processing increased from 101 
to 103 in 1966. 

Night classes increased from 
47 to 110.
